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School Report 


To the Citizens of Scarboro: 

In order that you may gain a clearer understanding of 
the school situation of our Town, I hereby submit my 
third annual report. 

Never has so much thought and attention been given 
to our rural schools by the State and Nation. It is thereby 
recognized that our National prosperity, even existence as 
a Nation, depends upon the quality of our rural education. 
I am happy to state that Scarboro has been playing her 
part in the advancement of the rural school. 

COMMON SCHOOLS 

Because of the commendable determination of our 
teachers to meet the new demands placed upon them, I am 
able to report a great gain, both in the scholarship and 
spirit of our schools, throughout the year. A reasonable 
uniformity in essentials has made it possible for our 
teachers to place pupils from the grades of out of town 
schools in corresponding grades in our own town and the 
same is true of pupils of our town who enter out of town 
schools. 

Many activities have been promoted by the teachers of 
the different schools. Domestic science, in the form of 
supervised school lunch, manual training, drawing, both 
from nature and objects in the school room, and physical 
culture exercises have been introduced. All of these activ- 
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Ities are of incalculable benefit to all children and in many 
instances are the means of helping a hitherto backward 
pupil to find himself. 

During a part of the year music was taught in all of 
the schools by a special teacher but to the regret of all, 
owing to inadequate funds, it was not continued during the 
year. 

The Palmer Method of Business Writing has been 
successfully used in our schools since the beginning of the 
Spring term. It has made its way solely on its merits and 
co-operation of our teachers. 

While our aim has been to work gradually and syste¬ 
matically towards more uniformity in all essentials, we 
have always borne‘in mind, as of first importance, the need 
of the individual boy and girl and the increase of their 
service to our community. 

HIGH SCHOOL 

The High school has continued its progress of the pre¬ 
vious year. The greatest change in curriculum has been 
the introduction in the business course of typewriting. 
Outside of this no change has been made in the curriculum. 
Both in scholarship and spirit, the work in the school has 
been entirely satisfactory.

NOTE: In addition to the required courses each student must 
select two from the elective list. Courses marked with numerals 
are offered alternately with the course of their respective number. 
In each of the above courses the student recites five times a week. 
The entire school was given a music lesson once a week during 
a part of school year. 

SCHOOL BUILDINGS, GROUNDS AND EQUIPMENT 

The school buildings, which at the time erected were the 
equal of any in the State, and the location of those build¬ 
ings, attest to the wisdom and foresight of past school 
managements. 

While the passing of the small school district was one 
of the distinct educational gains of the century, yet it re¬ 
sulted in a decrease of interest in the buildings and equip¬ 
ment on the part of citizens. The fact that the manage¬ 
ment of the school had passed to that larger organization, 














the Town, made the citizens lose that direct personal touch 
which they had had with their individual school equip¬ 
ment and organization. Such direct and personal interest 
must be revived if our schools are to reach their highest 
efficiency. 

During the year, your school committee has earnestly 
endeavored to distribute the amount appropriated for re¬ 
pairs and supplies wherever most needed, considerable at¬ 
tention being given to sanitation and school equipment. 

A number of seats and desks, not suitable for children 
of any age have been replaced by others scientifically con¬ 
structed for the needs of pupils of different ages and a 
number of systematic improvements have been started along 
lines of new educational demands which we feel assured 
will be of great benefit to our schools. 

It is our hope that each community, co-operating with 
teachers and school department, will see to it that our 
schoolhouses are kept in the best condition possible, 
including an equipment sufficient for their particular 
needs. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

With all the energy within me, I plead for the contin¬ 
uation of our established primary groups. 

The years in the primary school are the most critical 
of the child’s life. Not only is this the period in which 
the memory and imitative powers are trained the most 
easily, but, of more importance still, it is the period when 
habits are formed that will go far towards the child’s 
equipment for future usefulness. 

Such being the case, the management of the primary 
department should be similar to that of the home. Let the 
little tot, lust from his mother’s lap, act his own little self. 
Let the teacher, observing and sympathetic, closely watch 
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the child’s actions, restraining bad tendencies and encour¬ 
aging good. Then the primary school will become a 
potent factor in the child’s future happiness and usefulness. 

A small amount of money spent upon the child during 
this critical period will accomplish more than a much 
larger amount expended in later years. Let us keep our 
established primary groupings. 

It is one of the functions of the school to aid in the 
physical as well as the mental development of children. 
The play instinct should be encouraged in a systematic 
way throughout the school liJe of the child because of its 
beneficial effect upon the health and good morals. For 
these reasons, I would surround the children with all the 
facilities possible for physical growth. 

With this end in view, I would recommend that 
additional playgrounds be secured wherever most needed. 
At this time I would especially call your attention to the 
wholly inadequate grounds at Dunstan, Blue Point and 
Oak Hill. 

I earnestly hope the Town will grant the use of the 
Town Hall for basketball and also permit the installation 
of a reasonable amount of apparatus which can be used by 
all pupils under the supervision of the school department. 

It is our earnest hope that some means may be pro¬ 
vided whereby special instruction in music may be extended 
to all of our scholars.

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Warrant for Town Meeting, 1916 


To William G. Sherman , a Constable in the Town of Scar - 

boro , i?i the Cotuily of Cumberland: GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of 
Scarboro, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet 
at the Town House in said town, on the sixth (6th) 
day of March, A. D. 1916, at ten (10) o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following articles, to wit: 

1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

2. To choose a Clerk, Selectmen, Assessors, Over¬ 
seers of the Poor, Collector, Treasurer, one member of the 
School Board, and all other necessary town officers for the 
ensuiug year. 

3. To see if the town will accept and adopt the 
reports of the several town officers. 

4. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums 
of money as may be necessary for the maintenance and 
support of schools; schoolhouse repairs and supplies; text 
books; school appliances; the poor; repair of roads and 
bridges; for spraying trees; rental of hydrants at Pine 
Point; rental of hydrants with Portland Water District; 
electric lights; and to defray all other town charges. 
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5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the Free High School for the ensu¬ 
ing year. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
twenty-seven hundred forty-six dollars and twenty-seven 
cents ($2,746 27) to pay temporary loan for rebuilding 
Nonesuch River Bridge on State Road. 

7. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” on the 
question of appropriating and raising the money necessary 
to entitle the town to State aid, as provided in Section 20, 
Chapter 130, of the Public Laws of 1913. 

8. To see if the town will appropriate and raise the 
sum of $864.00 for the improvement of the section of State 
Aid road designated as No. 2, as outlined in the report of 
the State Highway Commission, in addition to the amour ts 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and 
bridges; the above amount being the maximum which the 
town is allowed to raise under the provisions of Section 
19 of Chapter 130 of the Public Laws of 1913. 

9. To see whether the town will vote to raise money, 
and what snm, for the maintenance of State and State Aid 
highways during the ensuing year, within the limits of the 
town, under the provisions of Sections 9 and 18 of Chapter 
130 of the Public Laws of 1913. 

10. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to 
contract with the Portland Water Co. to extend their main 
from “Harmon’s” Corner to a point near the house of 
Wm. H. Googins, and raise money for the same. 

11. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to contract with the Cumberland County Power & Light 
Co. to begin the summer lights earlier and continue later 
each season, and raise money for same. By request. 
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12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro¬ 
priate the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) for the 
repair of Black Point Road. 

13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the purpose of oiling the road from Prout’s Neck 
to the Boston & Maine R R., Western Division. 

14. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to appoint one or three Road Commissioners for the ensu¬ 
ing year. 

15. To see if the town will vote to accept the street 
as now laid out on Baker’s plan and raise money to build 
the same, said street (being Bliss) commencing at Grand 
Ave. and extending to the sea. On petition of Caleb B. 
Collins and others. 

16. To see if the town will vote a sum of money to 
build a sidewalk from State Road at Dunstan to Dunstan 
Landing, so called. On petition of Samuel K. Milliken 
and others. 

17. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to installing electric lights in the Town House, and raise a 
sum of money to defray expense of same. On petition of 
B. F. Wentworth, M. D., and others. 

18. To see if the town will vote a sum of money to 
be used in filling the ditch on the eastern side of the State 
Aid Road, between the Boston & Maine R. R,, Western 
Division, and Pine Point. By request. 

19. To see if the town will vote authority to the Se¬ 
lectmen to purchase land for highway material, if in their 
judgment it is for the interest of the town; provided the 
funds for such purchases shall be taken from money voted 
and raised for highway purposes. By request. 
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20. To see if the town will vote to have a 2% inch 
pipe extension for water on Maple Ave. (Hunnewell Road, 
so-called), to start from the main line on Post Road and to 
extend on Maple Ave. to joint near Mr. Sorenson, and to 
raise the sum of fifty dollars ($50 00) to help defray the 
ten per cent expense of same. On petition of John O. Lib¬ 
by and others. 

21. To see if the town will vote to regulate the 
method of conducting the election of town officers by 
ballot. 

22. To see if the town will vote a sum of money to be 
expended on the Beech Ridge Road from Moses Corner to 
Beaver Brook. By request. 

23. To see if the town will raise a sum of money to 
widen the road and bridge on the County Road, near the 
residence of J. Emery Moulton, By request. 

24. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to licensing non-resident peddlers. By request. 

25. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to reimbursing Joseph Perry heirs seven dollars ($7.00) for 
taxes, years 1912 and 1914, oh property not owned by 
them. 

26. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
School Committee to establish a school at Scarboro Corner, 
so-called, or to act with the Town of Buxton in establish¬ 
ing such a school for scholars in Scarboro and Buxton, and 
to select and purchase a lot of land suitable for a school- 
house, and to take measures for removing the Union Dis¬ 
trict shoolhouse upo # n such a lot and repairing the same in 
common with the town of Buxton or otherwise; also to 
raise a sum of money for such purpose. On petition. 


27. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro¬ 
priate the sum of three hundred dollars ($300) for road 
work at Higgins Beach. By request. 

28. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro¬ 
priate the sum of two hundred dollars ($200) for lights and 
lighting at Higgins’ Beach. By request. 

29. To see if the town will vote to grant the High 
School the use of the Town Hall, under supervision of 
school officials, for the ensuing year. 

30. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money for decorating soldiers’ graves and memorial pur¬ 
poses. 

31. To see if the town will accept the one hundred 
dollars ($100) paid it by J. E. Moulton for care of the 
Joshua Moulton lot in Duustan Cemetery. 

32. To see if the town will vote to furnish a police 
officer at Prout’s Neck and raise a sum of money for same. 

33. To see if the town will vote a sum of money to 
be expended on the Portland Road at North Scarboro, be¬ 
ginning at the Westbrook line and continuing toward 
North Scarboro. By request. 

34. To see if the town will vote a sum of money to 
be expended on the road leading from North Scarboro to 
the Westbrook line. By request. 

35. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Municipal Officers to hire money if the same becomes 
necessary. 

36. To see what compensation the town will vote its 
Collector for his services for the ensuing year. 
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37. To see what compensation the town will vote its 
Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

38. To see if the town will vote a sum of money for 
breaking roads. 

39. To see if the town will vote to accept the list of 
Jurors as prepared by the Selectmen, Treasurer and Town 
Clerk.
